LONDON.—Fuel Minister Shinwell 
told the House of Commons that the 
basic British gasoline ration w’ill be 
increased 50 per cent., because of 
purchases made possible by the $3,- 
750,000,000 loan from the United 
States. 

The increase will allow pleasure 
automobiles to be driven about 270 
miles a month instead of the present 
180 miles. Mr. Shinwell said a rather 
more generous allowance would be 
made for essential industrial users.

UNRRAs stoppage of relief—other 
than vital foods—to China, comes on 
the heels of the breakdown of tha 
Kuomintang-Yenan truce conference* 
in Nanking. It Is nn unhappy indica¬ 
tion that Chiang Kai-shek may have 
so long put off his duty to demo¬ 
cratize the Chinese Government that 
matters are slipping out of his hands. 

By his resentfulness of construc¬ 
tive criticism and his stubborn re¬ 
fusal to clean up what has become 
one of the dirtiest governments in 
the w’orld, Chiang has impaired his 
relations with one of his last strong 
friends, the United States. Twice 
successively he has asked for the 
removal of an UNRRA China direc¬ 
tor of supplies who dared criticize 
the clogging-up and political use of 
relief. UNRRA Director-General La- 
Guardia's stoppage of relief is a 
damaging political blow. 

If Chiang still luckily has a chance 
to restore his authority by exercis¬ 
ing the graft and fascism in his Gov¬ 
ernment. after so much procrastina¬ 
tion, he cannot afford to lose a day 
in getting about it.—St. Louis Post-

British Crown Will Always Be A 
Unifying Force 

The British Crown is a unifying, 
rather than a diversive force in a 
Commonwealth which demands a 
symbol to bolster its unity during the 
transition from Empire to a new’ 
form of international society. The 
Royal Family is the object of wide¬ 
spread respect and affection, and it 
is not easy to see just what concept 
could supplant it. should Britain turn 
to republican forms.

OTTAWA.—An understanding be¬ 
tween the Dominion and Saskatche¬ 
wan is being sought by the province 
as to its iiability for payment of 
$92,000,000 in provincial treasury 
bills, now held by Ottawa. 

Saskatchewan wants to know just 
how much of the total of these bills 
will be liable for payment at some 
future date. 

The bills were incurred by the 
province during the drouth period 
for relief and seed grain. 

The Saskatchewan government is 
seeking such an understanding before 
it enters into an interim agreement 
with the Dominion government to 
vacate certain taxation fields based 
on the budget proposals to the prov¬ 
inces. 

Hon. C. M. Fines, provincial treas¬ 
urer of Saskatchewan, accompanied 
by his deputy, Thomas Lax, was in 
conference with Hon. Douglas Ab¬ 
bott. acting minister of finance, and 
Dr. W. C. Clark, deputy finance min¬ 
ister at Ottawa. 

Mr. Fines confirmed that the $92,- 
OCO.OOO Saskatchewan debt was dis¬ 
cussed. 

Manitoba is indebted to the Do¬ 
minion by $24,760,000, British Colum¬ 
bia by $34,370,000 and Alberta by 
$25,870,000. The debts of these three 
provinces accrued under the Relief 
A- l 

Premier T. C. Douglas, of Saskat¬ 
chewan, has taken the stand that 
before entering into any agreement 
with Ottawa, involving the giving up 
of taxation fields, the provincial gov¬ 
ernment would require an under¬ 
standing that Ottawa would not make 
demand for the relief obligations 
except under terms of an agreement 
which the province would negotiate 
with the Dominion government. The 
federal government has refused to 
give up the right of set-off in any 
agreement which it signs. 

As a result, Saskatchewan points 
out it could not sign an agreement 
under which the Dominion could 
withhold the province’s entire sub¬ 
sidy or a substantial portion of it by 
applying it against the treasury bills 
which Ottawa now holds. The right 
to set-off with regard to future 
obligations Saskatchewan is prepared 
to agree to, but it wants an under¬ 
standing in regard to that right in¬ 
volving the millions incurred during 
the drouth and depression period. 

Commenting on the budget pro¬ 
posals for agreements with the prov¬ 
inces. Mr. Fines in an interview, 

pulnUd out that und»r * »•«• pt«n aub- 

mlttcd by Ottawa to the Dominion- 
provincial conference this spring. 
Saskatchewan would have benefited 
to the extent of $53,000,000. Under 
the budgit proposals Saskatchewan 
will only benefit by $13,300,000. 

“Saskatchewan is giving up every¬ 
thing it wa3 called upon to give up 
under the more generous Dominion- 
provincial proposal including the suc¬ 
cession duty, income tax and corp¬ 
oration tax fields and in return we 
are getting $39,000,000 less. This 
means Saskatchewan is left without 
the social security that would have 
been possible under the offer to the 
conference,” Mr. Fines said.

Britain Facing Crisis Tills Winter In 
Short Coal Supply 

LONDON.—Britain’s coal shortage, 
n constant threat in war, is provid¬ 
ing an equal peril in peacetime. 

For the fifth year in succession, 
nobody can say definitely whether 
the country will have enough coal to 
keep going during the winter. 

The coal problem assumed crisis 
proportions in 1940 after the govern¬ 
ment allowed a number of coal min¬ 
ers to leave the pits for the armed 
forces or war factories. As the war 
developed, the demand of munition 
factories and other establishments 
grew tremendously and the mining 
industry's manpower reserves wore 
thin. Falling output per man—accen¬ 
tuated by a deterioration in physical 
standards—was another factor. 

Today British coal mines still are 
short of workers. 

Nationalization of the mines by the 
Labor government may improve the 
situation, but as yet the government 
has not had time to mechanize the 
Industry to a level comparable with 
that in the United States coal 
mines. 

Mr. Shinwell’s vulnerable position 
is complicated by the expansion of 
British export industry. Demands for 
coal, electricity and coke for indus¬ 
trial purposes are steadily rising. 
Domestic consumption is still on the 
increase, fed by the large number of 
electrical appliunces now available to j 
the public. 

One disability which seems perma¬ 
nent is that many miners who left 
the pits during the war show no in¬ 
clination to return.

SERVED PURPOSE 


Empire Defence 
Measures Will 
Be Soon Taken 


LONDON.—Unobtrusive steps are 
being taken to assess and Improve 
commonwealth and empire defence 
organization and to keep abreast of 
developments in military science, The 
Canadian Press learned. 

London quarters cited: 

1. Field Marshal Viscount Mont¬ 
gomery is to visit Canada and the 
United States shortly and it is antici¬ 
pated that he will gather and give 
opinions on defence matters. Lord 
Montgomery recently succeeded Lord 
Alanbrookc as chief of the Imperial 
general staff. 

2. Strengthening of military mis¬ 
sions and free defence consultations 
between the Dominions and the 
United Kingdom are expected to de¬ 
velop following commonwealth con¬ 
sultations in London last spring. 

3. Britain will keep the Dominions 
informed on the progress of vital 
experiments with rockets and other 
new weapons in the “dead centre" 
region of Australia. 

4 Commonwealth defence plan- ' 
ning assumes a lasting friendship 
with United States. London is known 1 
to look with a kindly eye on or- 1 
rangeinents for joint defence pro- 1 
posed by Canada and the United i 
States. 

5. Continued study is being given 
to standardization of weapons used 
by commonwealth countries. Can¬ 
ada and United States are likely to 
agree common gun bores and 
other standards and the possibility 
is seen that other commonwealth 
units will seek similar arrangements 
with United States. * 

All discussions of commonwealth 
defence by United Kingdom officials 
are prefaced by two statements: 
first, that they look forwaid to the 
United Nations eventually tcl'ing 
over international def nre duties; 
and second, that the commonwealth 
governments arc independent and 
make their own decisions. London 
simply being the scat of one of the 
governments. 


ATTEMPT ON LIFE DENIED— 

A Yugoslav embassy spokesman in 
London denies the Rome report of an 
attempt on the life of Marshal Tito, 
prime minister of Yugoslavia. No 
confirmation of the story could be 
obtained in any quarter, the Yugo¬ 
slav spokesman said. Neither the 
Rome nor Belgrade radios men¬ 
tioned it. The story arose when two 
Rome newspapers carried a report 
from Zagreb, Yugoslavia, credited to 
a new right-wing Italian news 
agency called Mil.os, that Marshal 
Tito was wounded in the stomach by 
a pistol bullet during the night of 
July 11-12, _ 

DENIAL FROM CHINA 


Government Claims Failure In 
Distributing Supplies Fault 
Of UNRRA 

WASHINGTON.—The Chinese gov¬ 
ernment demanded that the United 
Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration resume suspended re¬ 
lief shipments to China, and in a 
sharply worded statement it in¬ 
directly blamed UNRRA itself for 
delays in distribution of supplies. 

Fiorello LaGuardia, UNRRA direc¬ 
tor. announced suspension of relief 
shipments two weeks ago, attributing 
the action to jammed warhouses in 
the China ports. He said the jam 
was due to failure of the Chinese 
government to distribute the sup¬ 
plies. 


Liner Queen Mary May Be* Withdrawn 
From Transport Service 

SOUTHAMPTON, England.—After 
two more trips, the Queen Mary is 
expected to be withdrawn from ser¬ 
vice as a transport carrying depend¬ 
ents of servicemen to Canada. 

It could not be confirmed immedi¬ 
ately whether the Queen Mary would 
be replaced by other tonnage but the 
expectation was that this would be 
unlikely, since the number of de¬ 
pendents still in the United Kingdom 
has been cut to about 20,000. 

(A Canadian Press despatch from 
Southampton placed the number 
awaiting movement to Canada as 
15,070 wives and 4.830 children). 

Movement of dependents from the i 
continent to Canada will be started ! 
shortly with the Lady .Rodney as- < 
signed to a shuttle service from a 
continental port to Tilbury near Lon¬ 
don. Dependents will be taken from 
London by train to Southampton for 
loading on big ships like the Aqui- 
tania. 

NOW TROOP TRANSPORT 

LONDON. — The Prince Henry, 1 
former Canadian National Steamships 
luxury liner bought by the British 
transport ministry from the Can¬ 
adian War Assets Corporation for 
£125.000 ($500,000), will be used as 
a troop transport. Built at Birken¬ 
head 16 years ago for Pacific coast 
service the ship registers 6.893 tons. 


ALBERTA SALT WELLS 

CALGARY.—Not only oil but salt 
may be the objective of the Central 
Plains drilling search. The Elk Point 
No. 1 completed at 3,929 feet en¬ 
countered salt beds to a thickness 
of 750 feet, officials of a Calgary oil 
firm announced. The casing is be¬ 
ing left in the hole to permit utiliza¬ 
tion as a salt well if desired.

TOKYO — Allied occupation of 
Japan has developed so successfully 
that a final peace treaty may lie 
signed next spring and the origins' 
i occupation estimate of from five to 
j 15 years radically reduced, it was be¬ 
lieved in high Allied quarters. 

The chief remaining bar to signa- 
: lure of a final peace treaty in the 
opinion of high Allied quarters was 
said to bo the question of reparations. 

Supreme headquarters here does 
not deal with reparations questions 
but it was believed there might be 
differences of opinion with Russia on 
reparations which might block efforts 
to sign an early Japanese peace 
treaty. 

It W’as said here that if reparations 
can be fixed and if no other inter- 
Allied differences arise there should 
be no reason why a final peace treaty 
could not be signed possibly as early 
as 20 months after the July 26 anni¬ 
versary of the Potsdam declaration. 

That would mean a peace treaty 
next spring. 

One stumbling block on the repar¬ 
ations issues was said to be the 
status of machinery and other ma¬ 
terials removed by Russia from Man¬ 
churia and Korea. Russia is said to 
regard these supplies—valued at hun¬ 
dreds of millions of yen—as “war 
booty” rather than reparations. 

Once the peace treaty is signed 
it was said the matter of further 
, occupation of Japan might be settled 
much more rapidly than originally 
supposed. In some quarters it was 
thought a time limit on the occupa¬ 
tion might even be set before the 
eQd of this year. 

Allied officers were said to believe 
generally that the bulk of the occupa¬ 
tion forces should be withdrawn as 
soon as feasible. They believe the 
difficulties of any military occupa- 
, tion increase in direct ratio with the 
; length of the force’s stay in the oc¬ 
cupied land. 

They point out that there has been 
no indication of any extensive effort 
by the Japanese ultra-Nationalists to 
re-establish themselves and that the 
i Japanese have showui great willing¬ 
ness to accept the fact of their de¬ 
feat and seem to be interested in re¬ 
establishing themselves as a nation 
; worthy of international respect.

I NEW YORK. — Runs in holds the

/ the veto in the United Nations se- 
/ curity council should stand un-

j Soviet circles. 

This was the first Russian rc- 
i action on the veto question since Dr. 

I Herbert V. Evatt, Australian foreign 
: minister, attacked the veto in a re- 
cert broadcast address. 

Dr. Evatt, long a foe of the veto, 
also has formally requested the UN 
secretary-general to place the ques- 
ti< n on the agenda of the UN gen¬ 
eral assembly meeting beginning 
Sept. 23. 

Reliable sourecs in Russian quar¬ 
ters said that the Soviet position on 
the veto is firm, no matter how many 
speeches are made on it in general 
assembly debate or however it is 
attacked. 

These sources emphasized that 
Russia feels the unanimity of the big 
powers is too important; that there 
should be nothing to minimize the 
importance of the United Nations 
charter as it now stands. 

MEAT FROM CANADA 

Supply Sent This Year To Hunger 
Zones Totals 59,154,790 Pounds 
OTTAWA. — Figures released by 
the Canadian meat board show that 
in the week ending July 13, 2.469.384 
pounds of canned meat w’ere shipped 
to UNRRA authorities for distribu¬ 
tion in the hunger zones. Of this 
consignment, 1,979,516 pounds were 
consigned to Austria and the remain¬ 
ing 490,068 pounds to Italy. 

This latest consignment brings to 
a grand total of 59.154,799 pounds 
the amount of canned meat pur¬ 
chased and shipped overseas by the 
board since Jan. 1, 1946. The greater 
part of the shipments was destined 
for the relief of famine countries un¬ 
der UNRRA supervision, but during 
the peiiod France also received 5,- 
000.1 18 pounds and Belgium 7.206,274 
of the canned meat supplies. 

FINE CONTRIBUTION 

MONTREAL.—Dr. A. Stewart Al¬ 
len, who arrived in Montreal by plane 
after four months in China where he 
examined the administration of the 
Canadian Chinese War Relief Fund 
and established the fund committee 
at Shanghai, termed the contribution 
of $5,000,000 by the Canadian public 
to Chinese relief as “magnificent”.

A PROPOSED CABINET SHIFT 

I have a scheme so brilliant, so 

subtle, that to be accepted needs but 
to be read. 1 go further, even those 
who read as I write, at the moment, 
with tongue in cheek—because I 
know no other place to put it—must 
accept it after a second reading. 

Glance momentarily at the back¬ 
ground. Few would question the com¬ 
petence or sincerity of our Federal 
Minister of Agriculture. He knows 
not only his onions hut his pigs, 
steers and wheat. He is a farmer, a 
good one and a first class Minister of 
Agriculture. 

The Minister of I^ahor has a diffic¬ 
ult task. The test of a man is results 
The pay of the worker today is high¬ 
er than ever before. This too may be 
said of the farmer. There is.however, 
a difference. The wage rate of labor 
never comes down. Labor, in time oi 
depression, in the immortal words of 
Sam (lonipers “takes its punishment 
in unemployment”. It never lowers 
its wage rates. Farm prices on the 
other hand are mercurial, they rise 
sharply in time of boom, if there is 
no Prices Hoard to anchor them, drop 
drastically in depressions. 

The earnings of labor depend on 
production. If production goes up 
earnings increase. If production de¬ 
clines earnings will fall. It’s as natur¬ 
al as sunrise and sunset. No cabinet 
minister, no matter how competent 
he may be in pulling live bunnies out 
of empty hats can do anything about 
it. In 1910 labor, in Canada, received 


In salaries and wages, n sum equal to 
20.7 percent of the gross value of 
products produced. In 1939 It had 21.2 
percent. In 1943. in the midst of war 
when everything tended to increase 
wage rates, its share was 22 8 per¬ 
cent, a trifling increase. Working 
longer hours, much longer in 1910, 
the average factory worker produced 
products valued at $2,263. In 1943 he 
produced products valued at $7,000. 
l^ahor owch much to the efficiency of 
capital. Improved machines made 
higher earnings possible. 

During depressions real wage rates 
rarely fall, payrolls always do. Those 
employed have higher real earnings, 
the unemployed are on relief. During 
a depression farm earnings fall to 
starvation lows, labor, those at work, 
through reduced costs of living have 
higher real earnings. They profit 
from the farmers poor luck. The pos¬ 
ition of the unemployed is tragic—un 
employment is demoralizing. 

The decline in the price of basic 
products precipitates depressions, 
throws men out of work. Fear of de 
dines makes industry hesitate, starts 
the downward move in the tempo of 
business. Wisdom miglit suggest that 
we search for the basic causes of the 
decline in the price of raw materials 
but that Is scarcely within the com¬ 
pass of this story. This is an age in a 
hurry, it wants prosperity tomorrow. 
I merely point out a way by which it 
enn he attained. 

The minister of Agriculture propos¬ 
es long term agreements for the sale 
of farm products. Labor Minister Mit¬ 
chell is busy shoving wage rates high 
er. Tlie remedy is to exchange port¬ 
folios, make the Honorable Humph¬ 
rey Mitchell, Minister of Agriculture, 
the Honorable .lames (1. Gardiner, 
Minister of lLabor. The new minister 
of Labor will make long term agree 
nients witli labor thus giving "stabil¬ 
ity" to wage rates. I^augh that off! 
Tlie new Minister of Agriculture will 
keep prices hiking upward as vigor¬ 
ously as he has done in the field of 
wage rates. Under the new conditions 
we would have prosperity. Nothing 
on earth could hold this country 
down if It had higher average pric® 
for farm products and wage rates 
which would increase 'Payrolls by 
providing more employment. 

Agricultural Minister Mtchell, when 


he steps Into hl& new portfolio, has 
his work cut out for him. When he 
looks at the records he will find that 
during the depression the farmer 
took the dirty end of the stick. The 
price of agricultural products was 
cut in two between 1929 and 1932, 
were still 36 percent below the 1929 
level. Real wage rates had risen 
fteadily through the years. 

Its a hard spot for the farmers. 
They are now asked to accept a long 
term agreement with Great Britain. 
!i prices fall after we make the agree 
meat, it cannot be carried out. It 
would ruin our best customer. If pric¬ 
es advance Hie farmer will curse the 
arrangement. We cannot attain a pri¬ 
vileged position In the British market. 
The same terms must be given to 
Australia. Argentine and the United 
States, or we shall be back into the 
area of trade discrimination. The 
farmers are entitled to the market 
price. They will never get, on tlie 
basis of long term agreements, what 
the free market would give. Price con 
trols have dished him out of much to 
which he was entitled. There is no¬ 
thing for him but trouble in the pro¬ 
posed arrangement. The new style of 
marketing will not long remain attra¬ 
ctive. It will be disruptive while it 
lasts. The exchange of ministers is 
the obvious remedy. It’s a bright idea 
even if I did invent it. Man at times 
moves in a mischievous way his blun 
ders to reform.

Possibly the majority of homes 
possess a medicine cabinet which is 
mainly used In emergencies. Usually 
it contains old medicines and is a 
sort of shrine of comfort as a chest 
I of cures for all manner of ailments 
and accidents. Thus many a house¬ 
hold cabinet contains dangerous bot¬ 
tles and condiments, a menace prob* 
ably from their age. The customary 
kind of flrst-ald for simple ailments 
may become a menace to the house¬ 
hold. For bottles have corks which 
deteriorate from corroaion. Th« 
medicine may smell the same ai 
when it was put up, but air has 
changed the substance within until 
it might be poisonous. Indeed, thers 
sometimes is tragedy in a medicine 
cupboard not cleaned out and refum- 
<shed regularly. Evaporation can 
make a tonic into strychnine. It is 
good counsel, anyway, to get rid of 
old medicine at Intervals and to re¬ 
stock the chest. Also the contents of 
bottles should be washed down the 
drains rather than be put Into trash 
barrels.—Brandon Sun.

Thousands of men will 
live there like troglodytes supplied 
with food and piles of atomic rockets 
to be fired in thousands at the far- 
distant enemy territory. Buried even 
deeper will be a central defence 
headquarters controlling the whole 
operational system. Then, In addi¬ 
tion, there will be radar warnings on 
an elaborate scale so that no time 
may be lost in preparing a crippling 
counter-attack. This will take the 
form of an invasion of enemy terri¬ 
tory by airborne armies 


Commercial airlines have their own 
meteorologists to make specialized 
weather forecasts for various flight 
routes. Candy-bar manufacturers, 
particularly tboae ualnpr cbooolat*, 
need to know hours ahead of time 
what the humidity tvill be. And cot¬ 
ton mills are among the latest in¬ 
dustries to recognize the value of 
advance weather information; 
weather influences the operation of 
looms. 

In the United States the Weather 
Bureau has welcomed newcomers to 
its field. Qualified private meteor¬ 
ologists are even permitted to cut 
in on the bureau’s Teletype network. 

So far as is known no private 
meteorologist has set up shop yet in 
Canada. Canadians are entitled to 
specialized weather reports from the 
government stations if they want 
them, and in cities like Montreal 
certain industries take advantage of 
the privilege. But equipment for a 
meteorological station is costly and a 
large staff is needed. Canada’s 
cities are relatively small and it is 
doubtful if the private meteorologist 
will make his appeararice in this 
country for at least some time.— 
Ottawa Citizen.

Berry, Director of Sanitary Engineer¬ 
ing, Ontario Department of Health, 
emphasized that the only w f ay to 
prevent milk-borne diseases, such as 
bovine tuberculosis, undulant fever, 
typhoid and paratyphoid, among 
others, was to pasteurize. 

Dr. Tisdall said research at the 
Toronto Hospital for Sick Children 
proved that pasteurization dees not 
damage milk’s nutritive value. For 
instance, it was found that the pro¬ 
cess made milk’s protein content more 
digestible, the minerals were not 
harmed, vitamin A remained un¬ 
changed, while any change in thiamin 
content was not noticeable. As for 
vitamin C, it didn’t matter what pas¬ 
teurization did to it because milk, 
particularly if it was left standing 
for some time, did not contain an 
amount to be of value. 

Dr. Berry said that since Ontario 
introduced compulsory pasteurization 
in 1938 the province’s typhoid case 
and death rates now ar one-quarter i

Dutch-Canadian Girls Saw War 
Service In Last Indies 

Back in Canada after war service 
with the Netherlands armed forces 
in the East Indies, nine Dutch-Cana- 
dian girls told newspapermen some¬ 
thing of their experiences recently in 
an interview at the offices of the 
Dutch Information Service in Mont¬ 
real. 

Tall, blonde girls, for the most part, 
they all enlisted in the Dutch armed 
forces from Canada and served as 
nurses, stenographers, clerks and 
drivers in Australia, Batavia, Java, 
Indo-China and other parts of the ex¬ 
plosive territory that has today taken 
the place of the once peaceful and 
prosperous Dutch Empire. 

Four of the girls are Canadian 
citizens and five still retain their 
Dutch nationality although living In 
Canada. They arrived in New York 
from Australia and were going to 
their homes in various parts of the 
Dominion. Two of the girls Suzanna 
and Christine Prins, live in Mont¬ 
real. 

Some of the girls worked in prison 
camps soon after the Japanese sur¬ 
render and had grim stories of the 
"starved skeletons of men and wo¬ 
men" whom they helped nurse back 
to health and sanity. All of them 
had seen "a reasonable amount of 
shot and shell" both in the last-min¬ 
ute fighting with the Japs and in the 
trouble between the Dutch and Bri¬ 
tish and the extreme nationalists 
among the Indo-Chinese. 

"It was pretty grim at times," said 
pretty, blonde Suzanna Prins. "but 
all of us should be glad to do it over 
again."

Han Been In Ottawa Studying 
Canada’s Post Office Methods 

Representing the first Chinese pos¬ 
tal delegation to visit Canada, four 
officials from the Director General of 
Posts of China, have been studying 
Canadian post office methods in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

The Chinese officials left China In 
July, 1945. and spent six months in 
Washington and one month in New 
York studyig U.S. postal improve¬ 
ments before coming to Ottawa. The 
delegation now are back in the 
United States where they will inspect 
postal facilities in Chicago and Ran 
Francisco before their return to 
China in September. 

The delegation are studying the 
American and Canadian postal sys¬ 
tems from the inner sanctum of the 
central organization to the outer¬ 
most fringes. Each official looks after 
a particular division. 

Fundamentally, the postal system 
of Chinn is very similar to Canada’s 
They make use of air mail, postal 
notes, money orders and postal sav¬ 
ings banks in the same way. Even 
thei r mechanical equipment is much 
the same, but their great difficulty 
is the lack of sufficient equipment to 
cope with the huge amount of mail. 
Despite inflation in China postal 
rates have been little affected and 
now are on a par with Canada. 

Mr. Chang, who specializes in 
equipment and supplies, praised the 
Canadian postal system for its eco¬ 
nomic and efficient methods. 

“Canada, which manufactures more 
paper than any country in the world, 
has the most effective way of con¬ 
serving paper in the post office that 
we’ve seen,” said Mr. Chang. 

The Chinese officials expressed 
gratitude and appreciation for the 
co-operation extended them by Cana¬ 
dian postal authorities. Every op¬ 
portunity was given them to make 
a careful study of the Canadian sys¬ 
tem.

Flying Nurse 


Attends To The Sick Over A Wide 
Area In Australia 

SYDNEY. Australia. — Travelling 
hundreds of miles through floods, 
duststorms or rain to attend the sick, 
is all in the day's work for Sister 
Myra Blanch, Australia’s first “Fly¬ 
ing Nurse”. Appointed to the Flying 
Doctor Base at Broken Hill in the 
far west of New South Wales, she 
attends cases within a 500-mile 
radius, reaching her patients by 
whatever transport is available. 

The Flying Doctor Service of Aus¬ 
tralia is an Austrolia-wide organiza¬ 
tion which provides medical aid to 
settlers in the far “outback" of the 
continent. In it, medicine, aviation 
and radio are combined in a unique 
service of goodwill. There are eight 
bases throughout Australia, each 
covering a radius of about 500 miles. 
At each base there is a doctor and 
at least one plane, fully equipped 
with medical supplies and stretchers. 
Sometimes Sister Blanch accompanies 
the doctor on his trips, but she fre¬ 
quently sets out on a solitary jour¬ 
ney to reach some case the doctor 
is too busy to attend. Nearly al¬ 
ways the journeys are long and 
arduous, but she finds the discom¬ 
forts worth while.

Rodman Wheat 

Redman, a new hard retl spring 
wheat bred for the rust area of 
Western Canada (Manitoba and 
Eastern Saskatchewan), was devel¬ 
oped from the cross Regent x Canus 
made at the Dominion Laboratory 
of Cereal Bleeding, Winnipeg, which 
is part of the Cereal Division of the 
Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture This Division is now increas¬ 
ing seed of Redman for later 
distribution. 

The main wheats at present 
grown in the rust area are Regent 
and Thatcher. Regent is resistant 
to 9tem rust and bunt or stinking 
smut; and moderately resistant to 
leaf rust, loose smut, black chaff 
and root rot; but does not possess 
enough drought resistance to give 
high yields under conditions of pro¬ 
longed heat or drought. Thatcher 
is resistant to stem rust, loese smut, 
black chaff and root rot; susceptible 
to leaf rust and bunt; and possesses 
considerable drought resistance. 

Redman is resistant to stem rust, 
bunt and black chaff; and is some- 
• what more resistant than Regent to 
leaf rust, loose smut, root rot and 
drought. 

The new variety, Redman, is 
much like Regent in general appear¬ 
ance and height, but is somewhat 
more rugged, with stronger straw. 
It is less subject to breaking of 
straw and shattering of grain than 
Regent, and is expected to be a 
satisfactory variety for combining. 
Redman matures about one day 
later than Regent, and one day 
earlier than Thatcher. 

#In field tests conducted in Mani¬ 
toba and Eastern Saskatchewan 
in 1943, 1944 and 1945, Redman 
outyielded both Regent and That¬ 
cher. Farther west it has, on the 
average, yielded more than Regent 
but less than Thatcher. 

Redman has high milling and 
baking quality and rill be graded 
equal to Marquis.
